Ghulalongkorn is not required to lead

His gorgeous royal palace at 
bangkok is a Availed and battlem ented 
city within a city. 
Behind the line of 
not vt'ix w arlike sen tries who guard 
its m assive gates is contained trea s­ 
ure fat iii excess of th** loot obtained 
by th** greatest feat of robbery com­ 
m itted in m odern tim es— the sacking 
of the sum m er palace of Peking 
in 
1860. 
It Is really a double palace—an 
outer and an inner palace. 
Into the 
latter no European of the m ale sex 
has 
ever 
penetrated. 
It 
contains 
about 4,000 women and one man. And 
that man is th** king. 
The Siam ese 
cab the place Kang Na! 
( 'T h e In­ 
side,") and so sacred is it held that 
etiquette forbids any open allusion to 
it. 
The most extraordinary feature of 
the 
Kang 
Nai 
is 
the 
subm erged 
harem , situated in an artificial lake. 
It is built entirely of glass of varie­ 
gated colors, the plates being joined 
logether by an insoluble cement. 
It is 
vrnamented with quaint tu rre ts and 
m inarets. 
W hen not in use. it floats 
on the surface of the lake. 
W hen the 


king desires to take his ease within it, 
accom panied by his harem favorites, 
he e n te rs the single 
door, 
which, 
when closed, is air and water-tight. 
At a signal certain valves are opened 
md the house cf glass descends to the 
bottom of the lake. 
The 
a rran g e­ 
m ents for supplying fresh air an* per­ 
fect. 
In the hot sum m er w eather it 
affords a deliciously cool retreat, and 
there Ghulalongkorn is accustom ed to 
while m any idle hours away, rejoic­ 
ing doubtless th at fate did not sum ­ 
mon him to reign over a progressive 
and civilized people.

In accordance with eastern custom 
he is a much m arried man.

How far contact with w estern civ­ 
ilization has modified C hulalongkorn’s 
religious views 
nobody knows,

nominally, at least, he adheres to the 
state religion, which

form of Buddhism on w hich m any su ­ 
perstitions have been grafted. 
The 
huge palace is girdled by a holy rope 
which has been blessed by the priests 
and is, therefore, suppoosed to form 
an effective barrier against the fiend­ 
ish host whose special prey is roy­ 
alty and its m ultitudinous offspring. 
It is the Siam ese custom to scare d**- 
r.ions by demons, som ew hat on tin* 
principle of setting a thief to catch a 
thief. 
T he 
dem ons 
employed 
are 
huge and hideous effigies. The priests 
w anted 
Ghulalongkorn, 
when 
he 
ascended the throne, to perm it the 
erection of two of these m onstrosities 
outside the palace 
gates. 
But 
they 
com prom ised on the holy rope. 
Op- 
poosite th** palace, on the w estern 
bank of the river, 
stands a 
tem ple 
known as W at Chang, or the "Tem ple 
of Dawn,” which the king attends for 
public worship. 
The w ardens are two 
gigantic stone figures, m ale and 
fe­ 
male. wearing nightm are m asks. 
And 
the king. skeptical though he may bo 
as to their efficacy, deem s it prudent 
to m ake an obeissance when bt* passes 
between them. 
II* has visited England once before. 
That was in 1897. 
He w asn’t feeling 
particularly com fortable at that time, 
for F rance was th reaten in g to gobble 
up the biggest portion of bis kingdom, 
and he didn't snow himself much in 
public. 
It was supposed then that th** 
chief purpose of his visit was to get 
England to block th** Francli gam e. 
On that occasion he paid a xisit 
to 
th** queen at W indsor Castle. 
He w*as 
assigned to 
a magnificent 
suite 
of 
rooms on th** first fi*>or. which corre­ 
sponds to w hat Am ericans would call 
the second floor. 
But despite their 
sum ptuous furnishing, it becam e aj>- 
parent that his dusky m ajesty was far 
from com fortable in them. 
T hen th** 
tru th leaked out. 
It is custom ary in 
Siam for the m onarch to sleep at th** 
top of the house, “nearest heaven.** 
and that anybody should occupy a p a rt­ 
m ents s e a re r the realm s of the blessed 
than himself did not accord with his 
notions of w hat was due his rank and 
dignity. 
So he was shifted to an a t­ 
tic room, and though of necessity, it 
w as a far m eaner apartm ent, he was 
m ore than pleased with the change.

city within a city. Behind the line of 
not very warlike sentries who guard 
its massive gates Is contained treas- 
ure fai in excess of the loot obtained 
by the greatest feat of robbery com- 
mitted in modern times—the sacking; 
of the summer palace of Peking 
in 


I860. It is really a double palace—an 
outer and an inner palace. 
Into the 


latter no European of the male sex 
has ever penetrated. 
It contains 


about 4,000 women and one man. And 
that man Is the king. The Siamese 
call the place Kang Naf ("The In- 
side,") and so sacred is it held that 
etiquette forbids any open allusion to 
it. 


The most extraordinary feattire of 


the Kang Nai is the submerged 
harem, situated in an artificial lake. 
It ia built entirely of glass of varie- 
gated colors, the plates being joined 
:og ether by an Insoluble cement. It la 
>rnatnented with quaint turrets and 
minar»U. When not in use. It floats 
oa the surface of the lake. When the 


king desires to take hie ease within it, 
accompanied by his harem favorites, 
he enters the single 
door, 
which, 


w hen closed, is air and water-tight. 
\t a signal certain valves are opened 
uid the house of glass descends to the 
bottom of the lake. 
The 
arrange- 


ments for supplying fre&h air are per- 
fect. 
In the hot summer weather it 


affords a deliciously cool retreat, and 
theie ChulaloiiRkorn is accustomed to 
while many idle hours away, rejoic- 
ing doubtless that fate did not sum- 
mon him to reign over a progressive 
and civilised people. 
That 
famous 


saying of Shakespeare's: 
"Uneasy 


lies the head that wears a crown," 
does not apply to him. 


In accordance with eastern custom 


he is a much married man. He has a 
score or two of official wives, and no- 
body knows just how many hundreds 
ot what might be termed courtesy 
wives, though in Solomon's time they 
were known by another name. 


How far contact wilh western civ- 


ilization has modified Chulalongkorn's 
religious views 
nobody knows, 
but 


nominally, at least, he adheres to the 
state religion, which 
is a 
decadent 


form of Buddhism on which many su- 
perstitions have h^en grafted. 
The 


huge palace is girdled by a holy rope 
which has been blessed by the priests 
and is. therefore, suppoosed to form 
an elective barrier against the fiend- 
ish host whose special prey is roy- 
alty and its multitudinous offspring. 
It is the Siamese custom to scare de- 
mons by demons, somewhat on the 
principle of setting a thief to catch a 
thief. 
The 
demons 
employed 
are 


huge and hideous effigies. The priests 
wanted 
Chululongkorn. 
when 
he 


ascended the throne, to permit the 
erection oi two of these monstrosities 
outside the palace gates. Hut they 
compromised on the holy ropo. Op- 
poosite the palace, on the western 
bank of (he river, stands a 
temple 


known as Wat Chang, or the "Temple 
of Dawn," which the kiug attends for 
public worship. The wardens are two 
gig.intic stone figures, male and 
fe- 


male, wearing nightmare masks. And 
fie king, skeptical though he may be 
as to their efficacy, deems it prudent 
to make an obeissance when he passes 
between them. 


He has visited Knghind once before. 


That was in 1X!»". ile wasn't feeling 
particular!:, comfortable at that time, 
for France was threatening to gobble 
up the biggest portion of his kingdom, 
and he didn't show himself much in 
public. H was sujiposed then that the 
chief purpose of his visit was to get 
Kncland to block the Franch game. 
On that occasion he paid a visit 
to 


the queen at Windsor Castle. He was 
assigned to a magnificent 
suite of 


rooms on the first floor, which corre- 
sponds to what Americans would call 
the second floor. But despite their 
sumptuous furnishing, it became ap- 
parent that his dusky majesty was far 
from comfortable In them. 
Then the 


truth leaked out. It is customary in 
Slam for the monarch to sleep at the 
top of the house, "nearest heaven," 
and that anybody should occupy apart- 
mcnts nearer the realms of the blessed 
than himself did not accord with his 
notions of what was due his rank and 
dignity. So he was shifted to an at- 
tic room, and though of necessity, It 
was a far meaner apartment, he was 
more than pleased with the change.

The Siamese 
call the place Kang Nal ("The In- 
side,") and so sacred Is it held that 
stlquelte forbids any open allusion to 
it.

submerged 


harem, situated in an artificial lake. 
It ia built entirely of glass of varie- 
gated colors, the plates being joined 
:ogetlier by an Insoluble cement. It la 
jrnainented with quaint turrets and 
minar»U. When not in use. It floats 
oa the surface of the lake. When the 


king desires to take hie ease within It, 
accompanied by his harem favorites, 
he enters the single1 
door, 
which, 


w hen closed, is air and water-tight. 
\t a signal certain valves are opened 
ind the house of glass descends to tha 
bottom of the lake. 
The 
arrange- 


ments for supplying fre&h air are per- 
fect. 
In the hot summer weather it 


affords a deliciously cool retreat, and 
theie ChiilaloiiRkorn is accustomed to 
while- many idle hours away, rejoic- 
ing doubtless that fate did not sum- 
mon him to reign over a progressive 
and civili/,ed people. 
That 
famous 


savin? of Shakespeare's: 
"Uneasy 


lies the head that wears a crown," 
does not apply to him. 


In accordance with eastern custom 


he is a much married man. 
He has a 


score or two of official wives, and no- 
body knows just how many hundreds 
ot what might 
be termed courtesy 


wives, though in Solomon's time they 
were known by another name. 


How far contact wllh western civ- 


ilization has modi tied Chulaiongkorn's 
religious views 
nobody knows, 
but 


nominally, at least, he adheres to the 
state religion, which is a 
decadent 


form of Buddhism on which many su- 
perstitions have b^en grafted. 
The 


huge palace is girdled by a holy rope 
which has been blessed by the priests 
and is. therefore, suppoosed to form 
an effective barrier against the fiend- 
ish host whose special prey Is roy- 
alty and its multitudinous offspring. 
It is the Siamese custom to scare de- 
mons by demons, somewhat on the 
principle of setting a thief to catch a 
thief. 
The 
demons 
employed 
are 


hu^o and hideous effigies. The priests 
wanted 
ChulalongXorn, 
when 
he 


ascended the throne, to permit the 
erection ol two of these monstrosities 
outside the palace gates. Hut they 
compromised on the holy rope. 
Op- 


poosite the palace, on the western 
bank of (he river, stands a 
temple 


known as \Vat Chang, or the "Temple 
of Dawn," which the king attends for 
public worship. 
The wardens are two 


gig.imic stone figures, male and 
fe- 


mnle, wearing nightmare masks. And 
fie king, skeptical though he may be 
as to their efficacy, deems it prudent 
to make an obeissance when he passes 
between them. 


He has visited Kngland once before. 


That was in 1S!»". 
He wasn't feeling 


purtieularl:. comfortable at that time, 
for Knnire was threatening to gobble 
up the biggest portion of his kingdom, 
and he didn't show himself much in 
public. H was sujiposed then that the 
chief purpose of his visit was to get 
Kncland to block Ihe Franch game. 
On that occasion he paid a visit 
to 


the queen at Windsor Castle, lie was 
assfsned (o a magnificent 
suite of 


rooms on the first floor, which corre- 
sponds to what Americans would call 
the second floor. But despite their 
sum pi nous furnishing, it became ap- 
parent that his dusky majesty was far 
from comfortable in them. Then the 
truth leaked out. 
It is customary In 


Siam for the monarch to steep at the 
top of the house, "nearest heaven," 
and that anybody should occupy apart- 
ments nearer the realms of the blessed 
than himself did not accord with his 
notions of what was due his rank and 
dignity.
